SELMA, Ala (AP) — Negroes 
sought protection of U.S. troops 
in their civil rights struggle in 
the wake of a long forced march 
by students who had angered 
Sheriff Jam es G. Clark, 
Still more right to-vote dem­ 
onstrations were promised to­ 
day and some of the students 
said they wuuld lie down on the 
sidewalk if Clark attempted to 
drive them away again. 
Hundreds of aroused parents 
waiting to hear a renewed ap­ 
peal for nonviolence from Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. voted 
Wednesday night to ask Presi­ 
dent Johnson to put Selma un­ 
der m artial rule. 
King, returmng to the city 
several hours after the sheriff 
had 
compelled 
160 
teen-age 
demonstrators to walk and run 
three miles into the countryside, 
warned his followers once more 
that they “ must not return vio­ 
lence for violence.” 
The 1964 Nobel Peace Prue 
winner told a cheering throng of 
students, including many who 
made the long march, that the 
problem of 
brutality, 
mean 
oe*8 and terror ’ in Selma will 
remain unsolved until the feder­ 
al government “is willing to do 
something'* about it 
But he admonished young Ne­ 
groes that they will gam nothing 
by yielding to any temptation to 
resort to violence themselves. 
A short time later, at another 
church nearby , King warned an 
overflow crowd of adult Negroes 
that “ violence creates more ae­ 
cial problems than it solves. 
King related in detail his con­ 
ference with Johnson and other

Washington Tuesday and said 
the President had promised to 
seek new federal voter legisla­ 
tion.

Okay, we’re going to have 
Medicare, or federal hospital in­ 
surance for the a g e d . The 
poor old Kerr - Mills program, 
which has provided for federal 
grants to states willing to meet 
at least a portion of their ov.n 
hospitalization needs, never had 
a chance simply because so 
many of the local legislators in 
key s t a t e s sat around wait­ 
ing for Washington to do every­ 
thing. It’s a case of default as 
much as anything else. 
Now we’re evidently about to 
let something else go by de­ 
fault. In withdrawing his objec­ 
tions to a vote (Hi Medicare in 
Congress, W i l b u r Mills, the 
chairman of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives Ways and Means 
Committee, has ruled that there 
will be no public hearings on the 
bill. Mills was a vigorous oppon­ 
ent of Medicare legislation up to 
last S u m m e r but in capitu­ 
lating he has, in effect, said: 
“Let’s no w o r r y about im­ 
proving the bill by talking about 
it.” But he himself is apparent­ 
ly having hit own last say: he 
is 
insisting 
that 
hospitaliza­ 
tion insurance be financed not 
by upping the ordinary’ social 
security payroll tax but by cre­ 
ating an entirely separate trust 
fund. 
Will, if Representative Mills 
is entitled to one last crucial 
word on the financing of Medi­ 
care, why can’t there be hear­ 
ings on other alternative ways 
of paying the bill? 
It’s hardly 
fair — or democratic — to c u t

have an opportunity to shed 
light on the subject 
The worst thing about the cur­ 
rent Medicare proposition is 
that It calls for a payroll tax on 
the first $5,600 of a man’s in­ 
come. This m e a n s that the in­ 
dividual will be paying $64 to a 
separate social security medical 
trust fund in addition to the 
$174 that now goes into old age 
Insurance. The total for the two

would be $238 for 1965. Employ­

Why Does Only 


Nebraska Have 


Unicameral Plan?

EDITOR'S NOTE — Only Ne­ 
braska, of the 50 states, has a 
one-house legislature, a system 
that has attracted new attention 
because of a Supreme Court 
ruling ordering reapportionment 
of state legislatures. The fol­ 
lowing second of two articles 
explores the question of why 
this setup has not caught on 
elsewhere in the United States.

LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) - Ne­ 
braska 28 years ago became the 
first state in IOO years to vest its 
lawmaking functions in a uni­ 
cameral or one-house legisla­ 
ture. 
Until the U.S. Supreme Court 
last year espoused the “one- 
man, one-vote” doctrine, it ap­ 
peared another century might 
elapse before any other state 
followed Nebraska’s deal. 
Nebraskans who haven't been 
too happy at the implication 
they were harboring a freak 
have taken pleasure at new 
found interest from states won­ 
dering if one house wouldn’t do 
as well as two if both must be 
apportioned solely on the basis 
of population. 
Nebraskans 
familiar 
with 
both one-house and two-house 
lawmaking say the advantages 
of the Nebraska-type legislature 
over the conventional bicameral 
legislature include these: 
—Lower costs, as a result of 
fewer legislators on the payroll. 
—Avoidance of duplicated ef­ 
fort, with bills going through 
only one house, instead of two. 
-Clear-cut. 
simplified 
and 
fully exposed lawmaking steps, 
so that a citizen at all times can 
know precisely the status of any 
piece of legislation. 
—Lawmakers are held more 
fully responsible for their ac­ 
tions, with record votes manda­ 
tory on any issue on the motion 
of any one senator. 
—Legislation 
which 
might 
meet with majority favor can­ 
not be sidetracked or pigeon­ 
holed by a small minority. 
—The smaller size of the 
body, and the larger legislative 
districts from which each sena­ 
tor is elected, gives voters a 
better choice and results in a 
generally higher caliber legisla­ 
ture. 
Why hasn t the one-house leg­ 
islature caught on so far? 
Hugo Sorb, clerk of the Ne­ 
braska house since its 1937 in­ 
ception, blames it chiefly on the 
fact no legislator wants to legis­ 
late himself out of a job. 
Nebraska’s 
last 
bicameral 
legislature in 1935 had 133 mem­ 
bers.

A dependent could be your 
child, parent, or some other rel­ 
ative, or a friend. But you get 
no extra $600 exemption for a 
dependent because he is over 65 
or blind. 
If you contributed more than 
half his support in that part of 
the year in which he was akve 
you can claim as a dependent a 
child w ho was born or who died 
in 1964, but not a stillborn child.

You couldn't claim him as a 
dependent unless he qualified as 
a full-time student. He couldn’t 
qualify as such if he had a regu­ 
lar full time job during the day 
and went to high school or took 
correspondence courses. 
But if he qualified as a full­ 
time student —- no matter how 
much his income — and if he 
got more than half his support 
from you, you could claim a 
$600 exemption for him. 
And even if your dependent 
child won a scholarship, you 
could 
ignore 
its 
value 
In 
figuring whether you paid more 
than half his support last year. 
While you cannot claim a paid 
servant in your home as a de­ 
pendent, you could make that 
claim for a friend who lived in 
your home the full year and got 
more than half his support from 
you. 
But you couldn't claim that 
friend as a dependent, even 
though he got more than half his 
support from you, if he had $600 
income. 
You could claim anyone of the 
following Us* of relatives as a 
dependent but only if you pro­ 
vided for more than half the 
aupport for him or her and that 
relative did not have as much 
aa $600 gross income: 
Your grandchild, great grand- 
child, and so on; your legally 
adopted child or stepchild, but 
not the latter'* descendants; 
your brother or sister; your 
parents, grandparents, or other 
direct ancestors, but not a fos­ 
ter-parent; your stepfather or 
stepmother; mother; your niece 
or nephew, meaning a son or 
daughter of your brother or sis­ 
ter; your father, mother, Eon. 
daughter-, brother- or sister-in- 


laws. But, generally, Rot if they 
live overseas, unless they are 
U.S. citizens. 
Those relationships do not end 
with death or divorce. Even 
though your wife died or (bv- 
vorced you, you can continue to 
claim her father — your father- 
in-law — as a dependent if he 
fits the rule mentioned above. 
Nor does a relative have to 
live with you for you to claim 
him as a dependent. For exam­ 
ple, you may have been paying 
more than half the support of 
one of your parents who was 
living with your sister. 
Here’s how you couldn’t claim 
a relative as a dependent: Your 
brother got more than half his 
support from you but earned 
$600 or more on his own. He’d 
have to file his own return, tak­ 
ing his own $600 exemption. 
Two 
questions 
arist 
here: 
What’s income in the case of a 
dependent? And if it isn’t taxa­ 
ble, does it count? 
Social Security payments are 
not taxable and do not have to 
be reported as income by any­ 
one, yet they may be a decisive 
factor 
in 
deciding 
whether 
someone you wish to claim as a 
dependent got more than half 
his support from you. 
Example: 
Your father 
got 
$700 in Social Security pay­ 
ments, and used them to live on. 
That was the only income he got 
on his own. You contributed 
more than $700 to hit support. 
You could claim him as a do- 
pendent. 
Example: 
Your father got 
$700 in Social Security payments 
but, instead of using thorn to 
live on, put them in a bank and 
lived off the support you gave 
him. You could claim him aa a 
dependent, 
even 
though 
you 


gave him less than $700. 
But you could not claim him if 
he lived off the Social Security 
payments and the support he 
got from you but your aupport 
was less than what ho got from 
Social Security. 
Then there’s this one: Sup­ 
pose you paid more than half 
the support of your married 
child but he, or she, filed a joint 
return with his or her spouse. 
You couldn’t claim an exemp­ 
tion for him. In this case the 
fact that you paid more than 
half his supportwouldn’tcount.

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Bills to Affect Outdoor Ohio

In die Ohio Statehouse, law­ 
makers of the loeth General 
Assembly are digging into the 
business of legislation that will 
affect all Ohioans. Over 200 
measures have already been in­ 
troduced and before the final 
gavel falls upwards of 1,400 pro­ 
posals may have been tossed in 
the legislative hoppers. 
Many of these bills will deal 
with outdoor recreation, con­ 
servation or natural resources 
and will affect Ohioans who en­ 
joy the outdoors. 
Here’s a “highlight rundown” 
on those in the works or being 
considered. 
Two bills Introduced in the 
Senate deal with the outdoors, 
and both are apt to trigger hot 
mid prolonged debate. 
One, by Ed Sargus of Bel 
moot 
County, 
would 
impose 
stern new restrictions an strip 
mining in Ohi o. There are 
strong indications that this is 


only the first of several meas­ 
ures to ti$iten strip mining laws 
governing 
reclamation 
prac­ 
tices and pollution control pro­ 
cedures. 
The other Senate bill would 
permit waterfowl hunting on 
all day’s and times legal under 
federal law; in other words, it 
would legalize Sunday bunting. 
Ohio waterfowl hunters now are 
penalized several days af hunt­ 
ing allowed under federal regu­ 
lation by the exclusion of Sun­ 
days from the Ohio season. 
This proposal also will encount­ 
er determined opposition. 
In the House of Represent* 
tires, several outdoor - oriented 
measures have been introduced. 
These include bills to: 
Provide tax exemptions for in­ 
dustrial firms building water 
pollution control facilities 
Authorize owners of land ad­ 
jacent to state-owned lakes to 
build dock facilities. 
Prohibit use af gill nets for 
commercial f i s h i n g in Lake 
Erie. 
Create an air pollution control 
board.

In addition to 
these ‘‘probable” bills, there are 
several which are still question 
marks for possible introduction. 
These include: 
A bill to place the Ynourning 
dove on the game bird list and 
make it legal game, as it is in 
other states. In spite of a quiet 
“education” campaign by the 
Wildlife Division, this proposal 
would face heated opposition 
from several directions. 
A measure to make the small- 
mouth bass the “official” fish 
of Ohio 
Add up all these proposals, 
berth in the hopper and expect­ 
ed, and it becomes easy to see 
why the outdoor scene is ex­ 
pected to play a big role in the 
legislature. 
Organized groups will present 
pinions on some of these sug­ 
gested laws. Individuals want­ 
ing to express an opinion or get 
more information on any bill 
may drop a line to the legisla­ 
tors from their areas, in care 
of the Ohio Statehouse in Co­ 
lumbus.
